Washington, April 24.—(Speciah)—The fast 
mail trains from New York to Atlanta and 
all other southern points will be continued. 

The house today. by a vote of 131 to 26, 
adopted that of the postoflice appro- 
priation bill which appropriates $196,900 for 
special mail facilities, between New York 
and New Orleans via Washington and At- 
lanta. 

Mr. Kyle, of Mississippi, made a vigor- 
ous fight against the appropriation, but he 
eould only muster 26 supporters. There will 
probably be no opposition to the bill in the

senate. 

The house committee on coinage will meet 
tomorrow to consider the question of re- 
porting a silver bill to the house. It is, 
however, doubtful whether the committee 
will deem it best to support a free coinage 
bill at this time. Mr. Bland, himself, feels 
that the reporting of such a bill right now 
might serve as an irritant of which the 
democratic party has enough already. Such 
a bill couid easily pass both houses of con- 
faci that every one knows 
the president will veto it. Therefore, every 
effort wil! be made ta kill it in the house 
should it be reported. Knowing this, a 
large number of c‘lver sympathizers cannot 


‘be induced to take part in an attempt at 


such legislation. As a matter of fact the 
southern congressmen would prefer to 
shelve the silver question at present, know- 
ing the fight will be fruitless, and take up 
the bill to repeal the tax on state banks. 
They are beginning to believe that congress 
will repeal this tax and that the president 
would sign such a bill. This would be de- 
cidedly more acceptable to the people, be- 
cause it wOuld afford the financial relief 
they desire, which the free coinage of sil- 
ver would not fully do. 

Again it is said that to launch the sil- 
ver question upon congress mighi retard 
tariff legislation, and that is what the party 
and the people are eager to have done as 
quickly as possible. Indeed, speaking of 
the tariff bill, a strong effort is being made 
to have Mr. Cleveland throw the influence 
of the administration upon the senate, and 
endeavor to force speeay action - by -that 
body. A majority of democrats in the sen- 
ate are willing to make fair concession to 
their colleagues in orde> to hasten the pas- 
sage of the bill. But after doing this, it is 
their purpose to use the w hole power of the 
party organization to crush any democrat 
who votes against the bill.

DEATH OF w TLLIAM McG. ARR AHAN. 


He Fought for Hix Pesilset+: but All 
in Vain. 

Washington, April 24.°-William McGarra- 
han, one of the most conspicuous figures 
about the capital for the last thirty years, 
died at Providence hospita) at 11:15 o'clock 
this morning. The old man, better known 
by everybody in Washington as *‘Billy’’ Me- 
Garrahan, was about seventy years of age, 
and has been prosecuting his claim to the 
Mexican grunt in California to the Rancho- 
Panoche Grande property for the past thiré 
ty years, and before that fime for many 
years in the departments and the courts. 
It was one of the measures vetoed by Pres- 
ident Harrison after the bill had 
both houses for the first time, although 
prior to that time, it had frequently passed 
either one house or the other. 

William MeCurrahan’s face was familiar 
about Washingtom and not # member or 
senator has been in congress during the past 
quarter of a century who ‘id not know him 
personally.

He Describes a Midnight Murder and 
Defends Purvis. 
Hattiesburg, Miss., April 24.—(Special.)— 
Deputy Sheriff McLelland, of Purvis, came 
here last night wih J. D. Watts, whom he 
arrested a tew days ago in Marion county. 
Watts is charged with killing Jessie Pitr- 
man about two years ago in Marion county, 
which caused the disturbance among the 
White caps and finally led up to the kill- 
ing of Will Buckley, with which Purvis is 

charged. 

In an interview today with Watts, who 
nothing more than an ignorant boy, he 
said: 

“1 joined the white caps about two years 
ago, or just before Pittman was killed. | 
Was persuaded to join by Dr. Joel Goss, of 
Columbia. The doctor is a minister of the 
gospel. He told me I ought to belong to 
the white caps, thut it was a benevolent 
organization and the object and principles 
were to help each other in sickness or 
distress. I finally consented to become a 
member and the doctor administered the 
white ecap’s oath. The oath was that 1 
would obey my ecrders issued by my lead- 
er and if I should ever fail to do so or 
divulge any of the secrets, signs, pass- 
words or grips my life shoulc pay the pen- 
alty. 

His First Meeting. 

“A few nights after I joined there was a 
meeting of the white caps to make arrange- 
ments to kill Jessie Pittman, colored, and 
the following members were present: Sim 
and Bill Moore, Authur Ball, Will Barnes, 
Babe Cook, Calvin Jones, Cassey Bass, 
Wa.ter Goss, John McDonald and myself. 
Old man iSaker was to be there to make 
an address, but failed to show up. ‘ins 
was tne iirst time 1 ‘understood the ruil 
meaning of whitecapism. Some. of the 
boys suggesteu that we take Pittman gout 
and whip him and let him go. So this was 
agreed upon and we surrounded the house. 
babe Cook and Calvin Jones were to enter 
the house and bring him out, but the 
moment the door was burst open | heard 
gunshots in the house and was informed 
thai Pittman was shot. Which one of the 
boys did the shooting I never knew, but it 
was either Cook or Jones, fer there was 
no shooting outside of the house. This was 
the tirst and only time 1 ever had anything 
to Gao with whitecapism.’’ 

In answer to a question in regard to the 
killing of Buckley, he said: 

Purvis tind a Double. 

‘I don’t think Will Purvis did it. I think 
John Rogers is the one that killed him. 
He and Will Purvis look very much alike 
and at the time Buckley was kilied they 
wore the same kind of hats and it would 
be very difiicult for any one to distinguish 
one from the other unless in close on tact.’’ 

The above statement throws more iight 
on the white cap outrages in Marion ‘coun- 
ty and will very likely resuit 11 valuable 
evidence in ferreting out the crimes that 
have been commiiteda from time to time. It 
will be remembered that one Dr. Goss fig- 
ured very extensively in the murder case 
ef Dr. Varnado at Osyka, Miss., severai 
years ago and it is the supposition of many 
that he is the sdme man who administered 
the white cap oath to young Watts. Ex- 
citement is at fever heat in Marion county 
and startling developments are looked for 
at any moment. 


GUARDING THE v RKASU RY 


On poewens of the Approach of Coxey's 
Army. 

Washington, April 24.—The treasury offi- 
cials, while disclaiming any fears of trouble 
on account of the presence of the crowds 
inci@ent to the coming of Coxey’s army, 
have taken the precaution of adding fifty- 
five carbines and twenty revolvers to the 
treasury’s supply of arms. The normal 
strength of the watch force of the treasury 
is seventy men, divided into two reliefs, and 
in addition to two or three dozen revolvers 
there have always been thirty-five revolvers 
the racks in the office of the captain of the 
watch, sufficient to supply one to each 
watchman on duty. It has been thought 
best, however, to increase the supply in 
view of the crowds of hangers-on of Coxey’s 
army that are expected to arrive in the 
city during the coming week. 

The captain of the ‘Treasury Gyard,” a 
local military organization compésed en- 
tirely of clerks in the treasury d*partment, 
today informed the captain of the watch 
force that in case of trouble at any hour 
of the day or night he could have every 
man in nis command at the treasury bu.id- 
ing inside of forty-five minuies. He : stated 
that bis men were well drilled in the use 
et arms and hence could do‘’much more 
effective work than civilians. He asked 
to be notified if there was at any tlme 
any apprehension of trouble.

The Texan Delivers Himself of an 
Able Argument. 


REVENUE REFORM 1S NOT A BOGEY 


American Labor Gets Only a Small 


Sha re of Protaction.

Washington, April 
the reading of yesterday’s 
ate held a brief executive 
at 1 o'clock. p. m., the debate on the tar- 
iff bill was resumed and Mr. Mills closed 
the “general debate’’ on the democratic 
side in support of the bill. Every act of 
legislation, he said, was necessarily an act 
of compromise; and none more so than one 
which imposes a duty on imports. 

The pending bill did not meet his entire 
approval, and he doubted if it met the en- 
tire approval of any gentleman on his side 
of the chamber. But, as it was, it should 
have his cordial support. If he should think 
that there was a prospect of improving it, 
.¢ might offer and support some amend- 
ments. But, whether he succeeded in hav- 
ing’-amendmentS engrafted on it or not, he 
should bow to the collective judgment of 
his side of the chamber and should support 
whatever conclusion it reached. de believed 
that that was due from him, and due from 
every party man, because the tariff bill 
was a weever party measure, and had teen 
one since the foundation of the government. 
If he had been chosen to construct the bill 
and had the forty-four democratic senators 
in perfect accord with his views, he would 
have constructed it on very different lines. 
He would not have !eft coffee and tea on 
the free iist, and taxed woolen and cytton 
goods’ or the manufacturers of iron and 
steel. He would have put a tax on coffee, 
tea and sugar. Why? because that would 
carry out the democratic principle. of ob- 
teining the- revenues of the government 
with the least burden to taxpayers. His 
rmpublican friends had put duties on cotton 
roods and woolen goods and on iron and 
because, in that way, while raising 
government four or five 
trmes as much went to the.favored clavses. 

Mr. Mills charged the republicans with 
having deceived the farmers by the prom- 
ise, that under their protective system, a 
nome market would be built up; that non- 
agricultural classes would be brought into 
the country to consume the surplus wheat 
of the northwest. And yet, the surplus pro- 
duce of this country which had either to go 
to waste or to seek a foreign market, was 
enormous. <As to competition from India, 
he declared that a bushel of wheat could 
not be preduced in India and said cown in 
the city of New York in competition witha 
bushel of wheat raised in Vakota or any- 
where in the United States; and that even 
the cost of transportation to London could 
be paid and still American wheat would 
compete there with wheat from India. He 
had been toid by a tarmer from California, 
the other day, that he could gather 1,200 
bushels of wheat in one day at a labor 
cost not exceeding 2 cents a bushel. And 
yet republicans got up “scary talk’ to 
frighten turmers about the competition with 
India where plowing was stiti done with 
the fork of a tree and reaping done with 
a Small hand-hook. They had been singing 
to the tarmers of the United States the 
title song: 

‘“Fiush! hush! hush! 

The bogey man is coming; 

You’ve got no show; 
You'd better lie low. 
He'll catch you if he can: 
Some False Prophets Left. 

They had been thus trying to frighten 
men who produce’ ten or twenty times as 
much wheai as the far.ners in India, and 
at a labor cost five or six times less. The 
republican doctrine was opposed to trading 
with foreign people, anu wanted to build 
up a home market. but here was five bil- 
lions worth of idanufactured producis to Le 
consumed at home. ttow Was trai going to 
be consumed? in order to carry out the re- 
publican doctrine, people would have to be 
imported to consume these products. The 
democratic doctrine was to export the pro- 
ducts all over the wo:!d, where the people 
live and where they should remain. ‘The 1e- 
pitlican doctrine, en the contrary, was to 
in -crt people to consume tue surplus agri- 
cultural products, and it would be necessary 
to import 33,000,000 of people to do that. The 
republicans would import Chinese a.id Jap- 
anese, and Soudanese, and Maltese, and 
chimpanzes to join Coxey’s army among 
the aborigines. (Laughter.) He had been 
taught by nis pious mother to read the Bi- 
ble, and he remembered reading of Elijah, 
where he attacked four hundred false 
prophets of Baal and slaughtered them. 
lt was thought then that all the false 
prophets were dead, but it seemed that 
some of them got away. And they had 
come down to the present time and had told 
the people soph gries in order to soothe 
them. The Uniteu States would nave had, 
in 1891 the agonies which it was passing 
through now if it had not been that the 
crop of 1891 had been more valuable than 
that of 1890, and the crop of 1890 more valu- 
aple than that of 1889. The crop of 1891 
had increased by six or eight 
hundred millions in Vaiue and 
that fact had kept off the panic. The 
panic had not come, as Was churged, with 
the udvent of the democratic administra- 
tion. he storm signal had been hoisted 
before then.

Birmingham, Ala., 
Birmingham is ablaze with life and 
tonight. The boys who marched under the 
stars and bars have stormed the city and 
it is theirs. They have come from the 
blue-topped mountains of the Shenandoah 
and from the wild and wide stretching 
plains of Texas; from the blue grass fields 
of Kentucky and from the sweet scented 
valleys of the Land of Flowers. ‘The army 
of Lee is once more in line, and, bless their 
hearts, the boys in gray are es happy, in 
spite of the weight of age, as the pro- 
verbial biz sunflower that grows out be- 
hind the garden fence. 

This confederate reunion is a bigger thing 
than Birmingham bargained for in the be- 
ginning and were it not for the indomitable 
pluck of the Magic City it would be a 
task beyond fulfillment to entertain and 
accommodate the hordes and legions. Ev- 
erybody is surprised that the reunion should 
have assumed .such colossal proportions. 
When it became known on the streets this 
afternoon that a thousand people left New 
Orleans today and are now en route to this 
city and that they would arrive early to- 
morrow morning, the vast throngs already 
here began to wonder where they would 
sleep. 

The railroad rate war from Texas and 
New Orleans has done the work. The roads 
first agreed on a rate of $ for the round 
trip between New Orleans and Birmingham. 
The Queen and Crescent road began the 
slashing by making the rate $3. The Louis- 
ville and Nashville took a hand and made 
the rate $1 for the round trip, and it is 
said that within two hours after the rate 
was made known 8,000 tickets were sold and 
special trains were sent whirling this way 
from the Crescent City. The rate from 
Texas has been correspondsagly low and 
thousands of veterans from the Lone Star 
special trains 
are bringing more at all hours of the day 
and nigbt. But che plucky city of Birming- 
ham, the city which long ago won ‘the 
epithet and became Known as the Magic 
City of tne South, is proving herself equal 
to the task of entertaining the thousands 
that continue to come. Bursting with en- 
thusiasm and pride, the generous-hearted 
town is fairly overflowing with good spirits 
in its cordial greeting to the veterans. The 
streets are waving with bunting and gay 
flags. Mammoth wide flags tloat down 
over the crowded sidewalks and_ bras 
bands and drums are sounding on ever side. 
Birmingham is at her best. Every house 
is decorated with confederate flags and the 
crossbars are floating from Red mountain 
to East Lake. The street cars and dummy 
trains are massed with the ensigns of the 
confederacy, and every locomoative thaé 
comes puffing and panting under the car- 
shed bears a huge picture of Jefferson Da- 
vis or Robert E. Lee on the hkLeadpiece, 
and is gorgeously decorated with the proud 
old banner that once led the boys in gray 
in all their weary journeys and tiresome 
tramps. 

The reunion will begin its regular ses- 
siop tomorrow at the Winnie Davis wigwam, 
which is an enormous auditorium built by 
the citizens of the town for the veterans 
and named in honor of the daughter of 
the confederacy. The permanent and au- 
thentic programme has been issued at last. 

Atlanta and the Next Reunion. 
next reunion beheld? 
This question is the source of excited talk 
among the throngs of old soldiers already. 

The Texans haye come on to capture the 
reunion for Houston. They have establish- 
ed headquarters on Twentieth street: and 
have organized a perfect movement to 
hoom Houston as the piace for the next 
meeting. They have been here a week and 
have been hard at work with this one 
idea in view. However, when it became 
known this afternoon that Atlanta wants 
the next reunion, there was a considerable 
reaction. A telegram received from Mr. 
Clark Howell, president of the Atlanta 
Press Club conveying the invitation of the 
erganized newspaper men of Atlanta to the 
veterans to hold their reunion next time in 
Atlanta, while the exposition is in progress, 
was the first intimation of a frmal nature 
that Atlanta would make a pull for the 
pium. It was received with great enthusiasm 
by hundreds of veterans who congregated 
about headquarters where the news was 
posted by The Constitution bureau immedi- 
ately upon receipt of the invitation by the

Calhoun at Work.

Colonel W. L. Calhoun, chairman of the 
delegation, said tonight: “I have aivided 
our delegates into subcommittees, and 
they are at work among the «-leg ites 
from all the states. The subcommuitees of 
the /-tlanta squad are assigned to the duty 
of seeing every delegate ‘rom all the 
states.

The only source for unfavorable action on 
Atlanta’s invitation arises in the fact ‘l.at 
the rate war from the west has caused a 
perfect flood of Texas people to vome to 
Birmingham.

The number 
of camps, however, does not signify the 
number of votes, for each camp has only 
one representative to every ninety members 
on its ro. and many of the Texas and 
Louisiana camps are small. The Fulton 
‘County camp, which is one of the largest, 
has fourteen votes in the convention. It 
is thought that all the other states repre- 
sented will.stand by Atlanta, if it comes 
to a fight for the next reunion.”

Dixon on Hreckinridne.

It was so in the case of 
Parnell, whom four millions of people heid 
in adoration’ and blind faith—and Parnell 
bad the manhood to do what Breckinridge 
by his own avowal had ~ ignored and:

Dixon then, in one of the colloquial 
periods which he can make so effective, 
turned his attention to Breckinridge’s law- 
yers. ‘‘What can be thought,” he asked, 
‘of the infamous and viliainous defense 
put up by this counsel. To tne Jury he said 
in efrect: “Gentlemen, the defendant is no 
worse than we are. He's simpiy been found 
out.” When one of Breckinriage’s counsel 
said that, he lied, and knew tnat he lied.

Five Hundred Coxeyites Seize a Train 
and Steam Off. 


THEY RUN NEARLY A MILE A MINUTE 


Ubicago Furnishes 1,200 Men to the Com- | 


monwealers—Women Are 


Not Encouraged. 


St. Paul, Minn., April 24.—Shortly after 
midnight 500 men at Butte, composing the 
Butte contingent of the Coxey army, en- 
tered the engine house of the Northern 
Pacific railroad, appropriated and prepured 
for service an engine and proceeded to 
make up a train composed of five coal 
cars and one box car. This action oc ‘ured 
after a struggle of four days between the 
local authorities and the mob, Which yes- 
terday assumed such proportions as to 
overawe the officers of the law, and the 
departure from Butte was without #ny op- 
position upon their part. The train was 

“manned by members of the mob. it crossed 

the main range of the Rocky mountains 
early this morning and reached tle main 
line at Logan, seventy miles from Butte, 
at about 4 o’clock: They breakfasted at 
Bozeman and flew eastward at he rate 
ef fifty-five miles an hour, coming to a 
sudden stop at Timberline at 8 o’clock on 
account of a cave-in. 

Attorneys for the Northern Pacific rail- 
road have wired the sheriff at Livingston 
to place the mob under arrest for the 
larceny of the train. Governor Nelson has 
been asked to call out the militia fo pre- 
Vent the Coxeyites from entering Muinne- 
sola. 

Later—The mob shoveled itself out and 
passed through Livingston, eastward, at 
6:30 o'clock.

Chicago, April 24.—A mass meeting of 
commonweal recruits was held today in 
the barracks at North avenue and Ralston 
Sireet.

General Kelly and Colonel 
Speed had some trouble this morning which 
may result in a disruption. General Kelly 
ordered Speed to the rear of the line to 
look after deserters and he refused, saying 
that he was footsore and afoot. Kelly ap- 
plied an epithet to Speed, and spurring 
his horse in the direction of Speed toid him 
to go or he would run over him rough shod. 
Speed became angered and refused to obey, 
saying that he would not move a step fur- 
ther until an understanding was had as to 
how much further such a course upon the 
part of Kelly was to be pursued. 

Kelly took possession of the commissary 
department and returned to the rear him- 
self. Upon arriving here, the Sacramento 
vnd San Francisco companies separated 
into two bodies. Hot words were exchanged 
and trouble was threatened. 

General Kelly arrived and called a coun- 
cil of the captains, and in court martial, by 
a vote of 20 to 3, Colonel Speed was reduced 
to the ranks. 

After dinner, the San Francisco men led 
out on the march for Atlantic. Colonel 
Speed followed with his sympathizers in 
the van. His following numbers about 300, 
which is about one-half of the Sacramento 
division. Atlantic is where Speed threatens 
to force a division of the spoiis, consisting 
of food, clothing and $1,000 in cash. More 
desertions followed here at the warlike dis- 
play and taik of appealing to the governor 
for the militia was indulged in.

A clash was imminent, but Mayor Whitney 
interfered in time to prevent an exchange 
of blows. The mayor informed Speed that 
if he desired to avoid arrest, to remain in 
the camp, and he did.

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with the democrats and try to get reciproc- 
ity with Great Britain. 
American Labor the Best. 

Mr. Mills went on to assert that Ameri- 
can. labor was the cheapest in the world— 
the poorest paid. in proportion to what it 
produced and that a given thing in manu- 
facture was produced cheaper in the Unit- 
ed States than anywhere else on earth. He 
quoted from a speech of Blaine to the effect 
that the tariff was a “question of labor, 
from skin to core, and from core back to 
skin again; and he asked why, in the 
name of the poor distressed people of the 
country, Omy a small part of the duty on 
manufactured articles went to the labor- 
ers. Why, for instance, was iess than $ 
a ton paid to the laborer for producing a 
ton of steel rails, while the tariff was $13.44? 
As to the reduction of prices on ali articles, 
which protectionists ascribed to the tariff, 
Mr. Mills asked why it was if the tariff 
reduced prices in the United States, free 
trade reduced them in Great Britain; and 
he asserted thut prices had been kLrought 
down everywhere by improved methods of 
production, by machinery, by inventions. 
Adam Smith, he said, had stuck pins in the 
protectionist theory in Great Britain, and 
the common schools in this country were 
sticking ping in it now, and would contin- 
ue to stick pins in it until it was as dead 
in this country as it was dead in Great 
britain. At first, the theory of protection 
was the encouragement of infant manufac- 
tures; but when those manufactories had 

rown up and ceased to be infants, then 
the ground shifted and the tariff was said 
to be for the protection of American work- 
men, against the pauper labor of Europe. 
He asserted, however, that the Am@ican 
wetkman could only be protected by finding 
constant employment, and he could only 
find constant employment when his products 
were sold at their lowest «possible cost. 
and their cost would only be low, when tax- 
es were removed from = all the ma- 
terials of manufacture, so that his products 
could go into all the markets of the world. 

Give Genius a Show. 

“Emancipate our people!’’ Mr. 
claimed. “Give them a chance to show 
their skill, their genius. Give them their 
natural and heaven-born rights. Give them 
back the ocean; and then the workmen will 
not be coming to Washington to implore the 
government to do something for them. 
Their remedy is to go home, go to the bal- 
lot box and sweep out of existence the par- 
ty which dares to pile taxation upor them 
and destroy their chance of getting a mar- 
ket for the sale of their goods. The ballot 
box is their place; not Washington!’ 

Coming te the question of the income tax, 
Mr. Mills asked why should not wealth be 
taxed. Of all the rights, he said, that de- 
pended for protection upon associated pow- 
er, property was the most dependent. The 
poor man required little from the govern- 
ment; and why should he be persecuted to 
death with taxation on everything that was 
necessary for his existence? When people 
were associated together in government— 
if it was a fair and just government—every 
citizen should contribute his proper share 
towards its support; and his proper share 
was to be determined by the amount which 
he had to be protected by the strong organ- 
ized power of the government. He quoted 
from Adam Smith as laying down the prin- 
ciple that ‘‘the subjects of every state ought 
to contribute towards the support of the 
government, as nearly as possible, in propor- 
tion to their respective abilities, that is, 
in proportion to the revenue which they 
respectively enjoy under the protection of 
the state,’ and he added that the American 
people intended that that should be done, 
(Some applause in the galleries.) 

He declared that he was no communist, 
no anarchist, and that there was no differ- 
ence in his mind between the millionaire 
and the poor man as to their being ent:tled 
to the protection of the government. If 
necessary, he would exhaust all the re- 
sources of the government to protect the 
millionaire and the poor man alike. His 
motto was ‘equal rights to all, and exclu- 
sive privileges to none.’’ On what sort of 
principle, he asked, did the owners of wealth 
insist that they should not be taxed? He 
recalled the fact that some years 2¢o, when 
the state of Pennsylvania was unable to 
protect rilroad property at Pittsburg, fed- 
eral troops had to be sent there; and, he 
added, that that railroad company had 
never contributed one cent to the federal 
government. 

A Pertinent Inquiry. 

The income tax had been denounced to 
the senate by the senator from New York, 
Mr. Hill, as socialistic, anarchistic and 
sectional; but when vue poor laborer had 
to pay 981% per cent duty on the shirt he 
wore, that tax was not so denounced. All 
taxes, he repeated, should be 
assessed in proportion to the abil- 
ity of the taxpayer to pay, and in 
proportion to the property which he had to 
be protected. He had never heard that 
the senator from New York when he was 
governor of that state, had called on the 
legislature to repeal the income tax there; 
and if such a tax was a fair one in the 
state of New York, why was it not also a 
fair one for the United States? It was use- 
less, he exclaimed, to denounce the income 
tax: as odious, sectional and inquisitorial. 
It was useless to make any sophistical ar- 
gument gainst the right and duty of every 
man to contribute to the support or the 
government. It has got to be done. The 
American people were in earnest about it. 
If this congress did not do it, the next 
would. It was going to be done; it was pro- 
hibitory legislation that was closing Ameri- 
can markets and driving unemployed people 
into the highways, bringing them to Wash- 
ington in thousands, to plead, not for their 
rights, but for fallacies more ruinous and 
impracticable than those under which they 
were living now. In conclusion, Mr. Mills 


said: 
Pass This Bill. 
“There is a duty devolving on this bodys.

I say that .if forty-four sen- 
ators on this side are for the Same purpose 
as l am, and if the forthieth be seated in 
the presiding officer’s chair, I woulda pate 
this bill in less than forty-eight hours.’’ 

There was cons:derable applause on the 
floor and in the galleries, as Alr. Mills con- 
cluded his speech; and he received many 
congratulations upon it from his own side 
of the chamber. 

AS no Other senator sought the floor, 
senate again went to the consideration 
executive business, and, at 4:05 o'clock p.

The Fast Mail Gets Its Appropriation. | 


The Postal Bill Considered. 

Washington, April 24.—Mr. Hepburn, re- 
publican, of Iowa, raised an obejetion in 
the house this morning to approving, pro 
forma, the journal of yestereay’s proceed- 
ings, and a rising vote was 
this result: Yeas, 118; nays, 0. 

Mr. Hepburn made the point of no 
quorum, and the yeas and nays were or- 
dered, Messrs. Sayers and Hepburn acting 
as tellers. 

The vote resulted: Yeas, 232; nays, 0. 
Five members reported themselves present. 

The house went into committee of the 
whole, Mr. Hatch, democrat, of Missouri, 
in the chair, to further consider -the post- 
year ending 
June 30, 1895. The only paragraph remain- 
ing undisposed of was that making an 
appropriation of $196,000 for necessary and 
special facilities for the mail route from 
Springfield, Mass., via New York and 
Washington to Atlanta and New Orleans, 
Mr. Kyle had moved to strike out the para- 
graph. It was agreed that debate on this 
@mendment should be limited to two hours 
and fifteen minutes. 

The amendment was advocated by Messrs. 
Kyle and Loud, members of the committee. 
Mr. Kyle pointed out that “‘the fast mail 
train,’’ benefited by the appropriation, made 
the journey in ten minutes less time before 
the road over “vhich it runs received a 
cent of money than it does now. 

He also objected to the appropriatioa 
as involving a false principle. Mr, Loud 
showed that other roads, especially in the 
west, performed similar service to that of 
the southern mail without additional pay, 
and this appropriation was an unjust and 
unnecessary discrimination. 

The amendment was opposed by Messrs. 
Meyer, democrat, of Louisiana; Rober: +: n, 
democrat, of Louisiana; Hooker, dene. iet, 
of Mississippi; Cooper, democrat, of Florida, 
and tienderson, chairman of the 
committee. These pleaded for a con- 
tinuance of the appropilation, which had 
been in every appropriation bill for seven- 
teen years for the benefit of the business 
of the south. 

Print Our Own Stamps. 

By the courtesy of Mr. Loud, Mr. Bing- 
ham, republican, of Pennsylvania, was 
given time in which to make a speech in 
opposition to the provision of the bill by 
which the manufacture and printing of 
postage stamps for the next four years 
will be given to the bureau of engraving 
and printing. 

The amendment was defeated—ayes, 26; 
nays, 131. 

An amendment was adopted enabling the 
postoffice department to get rid of the use-- 
less accumulation of oid records relating 
to the money order business of the depart- 
ment. 

The committee then rose, and Chairman 
Hatch reported the bill and amendments 
to the house, with a favorable recommend- 
ation thereon. :

An Apple Blossom Wedding. 

For a May party or wedding room decora- 
tion of apple blossoms is extremely pretty 
and effective, provided the flowers are ar- 
ranged naturally, writes Eben E. Rexford, 
in an attractive article on “Summer Wed- 
dings and Parties,’’ in the May Ladies’ 
Home Journal. By that I mean that they 
must not be arranged. in a manner wholly 
out of harmony with their natural habit 
of growth. On the tree the branches sel- 
dom go directly up. On the contrary, they 
reach out. And to take one of these 
branches into a room and put it in a posi- 
tion entirely different from its manner of 
growth on the tree is to spoil the effect 
of it. It gives an awkward, unpleasant air 
which can never. be overcome until you 
place it in its natural position again. Prove 
the truth of this assertion by placing a 
branch which, on the tree, had a lateral 
spread, in an upright position. You may 
twist it, and turn it, and reverse it, but 
you cannot make it look well. But place it 
in such a manner that it reaches out, in- 
stead of up, and it will be found as beauti- 
ful as ever. You have solved the problem 
of how to make it gracefully useful by dis- 
posing it as nature arranged it on the tree 
from which it was taken. Before attempt- 
ing to use any flower study it as it grows, 
and never force it to take an unnatural 
position, for by doing so you destroy its 
decorative effect. 

When decorating a room with apple blos- 
soms it is safe to use the branches about 
doors and windows at the top rather than 
at the side, because of their outreaching 
habit. Branches thhaving something of a 
curve may be chosen for this, and they can 
be given a place a little below the top of 
the casing on the side from which they 
start. If one does not mind the expense 
the butt of the branch can be tied to a nail 
or ring with white or pink ribbons.

NWW YORK, April 24.—With. the decline 
here yesterday of'$ to 9 points it was natur- 
ally expected Liverpool would be lower, in- 
stead of which that market opened at about 
last night's prices and improved 1-64d., clos- 
ing steady. Our opening was the same as 
last night, and the liquidation of May con- 
tracts was considerable. It became evi- 
dent that seme of the shorts were cover- 
ing, and an improvement of 6 points fol- 
lowed. From this there was a decline of 
2 points. It looks as though (as we said 
a few days ago), at 4d. laverpool apparent- 
ly considers cotton reasonable. At the same 
time it looked yesterday as though prices 
there would wecede still further. Vicksburg 
telegraphs here that continued rains are 
causing considerable delay. Montgomery 
says the cold weather has injured cotton 
that has been planted and that bad stands 
may follow. Our New Orleans friends wire 
that correspondents advise a heavy hail 
storm at Shreveport and general rains from 
Memphis south. With cotton at the present 
low prices and the uncertainties of plant- 
ing operations, as well as their general 
lateness, except in the Carolinas and the 
lavge short interest, the situation should 
create more nervousness on the part 
of the bears than buils. Liverpool shows a 
small spot business, and it may be difficult 
to push the market higher until their spot 
business is on a more liberal scale.

ROBERTS GOES TODAY.

lie Will Have as Companion a Youth- 
ful Murderer. 

A nineteen-year-old murderer with a 
sinaoth, fair and boyish face will be 
George Roberts’s traveling companion when 
that noted figure orf <Atlanta’s criminal 
circles leaves for the convict camps to 
serve out his first sentence bright and early 
iis morning. 

Roberts's departure will be an event in 
local police circies. It will signalize his first 
defeat, after a long series of bold successes 
at the hands of the law. 

Roberts’s companion is a young man who 
gained considerable prominence in _ the 
criminal world himseif a year ago by shoot- 
ing a Dalton stableman. The young prisoner 
is Robert N. Ramsey, of Dalton, Ga., who 
killed a Kvery man named Dick in Dalton. 

Ramsey is but a boy and looks nothing 
like a murderer. His face is bright and 
fair and has a frank, open expression that 
belies the past history of the young man. 
He is a mild, smiling young fellow and 
seems agreeabie in conversation. 

He was brough: to Atianta for safe keep- 
ing two days ago, at it was feared that his 
numerous friends in the vicinity of Daiton 
would effect his escape from the jail at 
that place. Since reaching Atlanta he has 
made friends with George Roberts and the 
two will doubtless be chummy down at the 
canips. 

George Roberts has had a career in At- 
lanta that is not paraileled. kur years he 
has been reparued as a crook and a danger- 
ous man, ala time after time he was sus- 
pected of cases or: boid highway robbery 
and placed under arrest. Once or twine 
strong evidence was procured against him, 
but owing to his remarkable shrewdness 
and knowledge of the law it was found 
next to impossible to convict him. 

VWvhen it came to securing eviuence and 
to a trial in the ce its Roberts was defiant, 
confident and generally successful. He has 
been remarkabiy fortunate in escaping con- 
viction so long. 

‘he case on which Roberts was convicted 
was one in which he was charged with rob- 
bing a stranger of several hundred dollars. 
Roberts and a confederate named kuck 
’Shields committed the robbery in a bold 
manner on the railroad right of way, not 
300 yards east of the union depot. He was 
not suspected until several days after, 
when several suspicious circumstances be- 
came known, 

The money of which the stranger was 
robbed, after he had been beaten terribly, 
was largely composed of $20 bills. It was 
learned by the detectives that Roberts and 
Luck O’Shields had been seen to exhibit a 
roll of twenties at Folsom’s restaurant late 
at night after the assault and robbery. 
This led to the arrest of both the men. 

O’Shields confessed the robbery after his 
arrest and was tried first. He was con- 
victed and given a sentence of five years. 
After he was convicted and before Roberts 
was tried, O’Shields escaped jail and dis- 
appeared. He has never been caught. 
Roberts was os later and sentenced to 

years in the pen.

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Devon Cattle. 

The Devon cattle have always been more 
popular in the south than in the north, and 
the oxen there are eonsidered of great 
value, says The American Cultivator. In 
the northern: states a few valuable herds 
are seattered around and they fatten well 
upon the high-lying lands of both the west 
and north. Pennsylvania and New York 
breeders have presented some magnificent 
specimens of this breed at the various ex- 
h:iviuons, bvt Maryland has always been 
he real headquarters of the Devon breed- 
ing in the United States. The demand for 
oxen is much greater in the southern states 
than in the northern, and consequently this 
breed of cattle is very popular. 

No cattle are more perfectly fitted for 
labor than the Devon oxen. They can walk 
almost as fast as horses and they ars 
strong 2nd robust animals that can stand 
good se.,vice for five or six years. Then 
they are fattened for the market aud make 
excellent animals for the shambles. In 
fact, it is a belief of tradition that the 
Devon steers are not good unless they 
have been worked for the first half dozen 
years of their lives. Their meat is consid- 
ered firmer and juicier for having served 
their term as laborers, while those kept in 
idleness are looked upon with disfavor. 

The Devon steers should be put to work 
when about two years old and Kept at it un- 
til they are five or six. Then they are 
taken from further labor and stall fed or 
grazed upon good pasture until their firm 
fiesh is well padded with good fat. They 
should not be kept at work longer than 
this period, for they become old and the 
meat is not so fresh and cender. They 
ere a great @m>rovement in the south over 
the oxen of the native cattle, which are 
both small and inferior in strength. ‘heir 
slowness is proverbial, while the walk of 
the Devon steers is quick and active. 

The cattle are found all over lKurope, 
from Devonshire in the north to 
ish channe!, but their best types are found 
in north Devon. In this country very fair 
representatives are found. ‘The color 1s 
bright red, the horns of medium length, 
slender but firm legs, and a moderately 
broad chest. . 

The Devon cows give veryv rich miik, 
but they do not continue in it long, although 
the richness of the cream is sufficient to 
make many dairymen prefer them to other 
breeds that continue in milk longer. Of re- 
cent years they have been crossed with the 
Hereford and Guernsey breeds, and the re- 
sults have been very satisfactory. the 
erosses have been found to fatten quicker 
than the pure-bred Devons. The quantity 
of milk has also been increased, while 
its richness has not been seriously impair- 
ed by crossing the breed with dairy cows. 
The cows are very much smaller than the 
bulls and oxen, and they are comparntive- 
ly emall feeders, comsidering the richness 
of the milk vield. 7

Gaston, the dusky Moses of the African 
expedition, got off his usual story in ene of 
the churches of Liverpool about oppression 
of the poor down trodden negro in the 
south, ana the denizens of John Bull's king- 
dom believed the story, and staked the 
crowd with enough provisions to get thein 
across tLe briny deep. 

Here 18s what The Liverpool standard 
Which is sharp enough to understand that 
Georgia is in Atlanta, says of the passing 
vistors:

‘The party 
proceeded at once for Liverpool, where they 
were met at Lime street station by Mr. k. 
!’. Jordan, agent for Messrs. Elder, Demp- 
ster & Co., of Prussia street, who is now 
looking after the exiles during their stay 
tt this city. The Jdusky emigrants were 
objects of much interest, and their appear 
ance and speech was commented on py the 
large crowd of onieckers when they ap- 
peared in the city. The Rev. Mr. Gaston, 
a cocored gentleman, who resides in Liberia, 
SS the principal leuder in this movement, 
and by reason of hjs untiring energy and 
cevotion to the cause of his race he ob- 
tained sympa and heip to further the 
object which he has so much at heart. 

“The interesting group of colored people 
have been Liverpool by 
the Rev. i Liovd, of St. 
Paul's chu 
Mr. Lloyd, St. Paul's church has been plac- 
ed at the disposal of the Rev. Mr. Gaston, 
and he is thereby able to address his own 
people in an English church. Great: ex- 
citement Was caused on Good Friday, when 
a large number of folks were  ass°m- 
bled in the church to hear the colored peo- 
ple sing, their vocal efforts being much ap- 
preciated by the rest of the congregation. 
Mir. Gaston stated that no less than 106.000 
of his people expect to leave America for 
Liberia in five years’ time, and so great is 
their hatred of the white man, owing to 
the treatment thev receive, that every ef- 
fort is being made to bring this exodus 
about and enable these’ members of the 
African race, the wearers of ‘the dusky liv- 
ery of the golden sun’ to make their ‘homes 
in J.iberia.

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Devon Cattle. 

The Devon cattle have always heen mcre 
popular in the south than in the north, and 
oxen there are considered of great 
value, says The American Cultivator. In 
the northern states a few valuable herds 
seatitered around and they fatten well 
upon the high-lying lands of both the west 
and north. Pennsylvania and New York 
breeders have presented some magnificent 
specimens of this breed at the various ex- 
h:v.uions, brt Maryland has always been 
he real headquarters of the Devon breed- 
ing in the United States. The demand for 
oxen is much greater in the southern siates 
than in the northern, and consequently this 
breed of cattle is very popular. 

No cattle are more perfectly fitted for 
labor than the Devon oxen. They can walk 
almost as fast as horses and they ar# 
strong 2nd robust animals that can stand 
good service for five or six years. Then 
they are fattened for the market and make 
excellent animals for the shambies. In 
fact, it is a belief of tradition that the 
Devon steers are not good. unless they 
have been worked for the first half dozen 
years of their lives. Their meat is consid- 
ered firmer and juicier for having served 
their term as laborers, while those kept in 
idleness are looked upon with disfavor. 

The Devon steers should be put to work 
when about two years old and Kept at it un- 
til they are five or six. Then they are 
taken from further labor and stall fed or 
grazed upon good pasture until their firm 
flesh is well padded with good fat. They 
should not be kept at work longer than 
this period, for they become old and the 
meat is not so fresh and cender. They 
ere a great @morovement in the south over 
the oxen of the native cattle, which are 
both small and inferior in strength. ‘their 
slowness is proverbial, while the walk of 
the Devon steers is quick and active. 

The cattle are found all over Europe, 
from Devonshire in the north to the Brit- 
ish channe!, but their best types are found 
in north Devon. In this country very fair 
representatives are found. ‘The color 1s 
bright red, the horns of medium length, 
slender but firm legs, and a moderately 
broad chest. 

The Devon cows give very rich milk, 
but they do not continue in it long, although 
the richness of the cream is sufficient to 
make many dairymen prefer them to other 
breeds that continue in milk longer. Of re- 
cent vears they have been crossed with the 
Hereford and Guernsey breeds, and the re- 
sults have been very satisfactory. "rhe 
erosses have been found to fatten quicker 
than the pure-bred Devons. The quantity 
of milk has also been increased, while 
its richness has not been seriously impair- 
ed by crossing the breed with dairy cows. 
The cows are very much smaller than the 
bulls and oxen, and they are comparative- 
ly small feeders, comsidering the richness 
of the milk vield.

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BOOMING THE CANAL, 


Senator Morgan Is Patting ia Some Fine 
Work for the Company. 


WARNER MILLER'S SCHEME FAVORED | 


The Senator Says It Would Pay to Put 
$100,000,000 in the Ditch—Captures 
Alabama’s Trade Organizations. 


Birmingham, Ala., April 24.—(Special.)— 
Governor Jones presided over a convention 
of Aiabama business men here today com- 
posed of delegates from the commercial 
clubs of Montgomery, Mobile, Huntsville, 
Tuscaloosa and other important towns and 
cities in the state. The object of the con- 
vention was to discuss business propositions 
to the state. In his speech 
opening the convention, the governor said 
the meeting would serve to bring about 
legislation that would be of great good to 
Alabama. Governor Jones applauded the 
Nicarauga canal project, and referred most 
agreeably to the eloquent and ardent advo- 
cate of that project who would address 
the meeting, Senator John T. Morgon. 

After the organization of several 
portant committees and the reading of .a 
dozen or more telegrams of greeting and 
endorsement from commercial clubs in al- 
most as many states, the assembly repaired 
to the wigwam, where some six thousand 
eliizens and visitors were waiting them, it 
having been announced that Senator Mor- 
gal would speak at that hour on the Nica- 
rauga project. 

When the senator took the stand, he was 
greeted with generous applause. He praised 
Governor Jones for his unhesitating pledge 
in furtherance of the canal construction. 
He said the pending bill was safe in the 
senate; that he believed that body would 
pass it with a two-thirds vote, but that 
the house was full of tender-feet who 
would wait for orders from the people. 
He said the canal bill was the only measure 
involving a sum anything like seventy 
million dollars which had ever commanded 
the practically unanimous support of the 
ablest leaders in every political party. He 
said the senate had not forced the Dill 
ahead, because it had thought best to wait 
its careful contemplation by the people of 
the United Now the people of all 
the states have spoken, and have endorsed 
the project. The president and his cabinet 
are for it. Senator Morgan dwelt on the 
fact, and gloried in it, that the bill was 
not a party measure. He thought that, in 
any event, it’ would be a better plan for 
the government to invest one hundred mil- 
lions of dollars in this plan than to issue 

hat amount in bonds and lock the pro- 
ceeds up in the treasury vaults to prop up 
the credit of the government. The senator 
then went into story of the effort to 
make of the Auantic and Pacific great 
Siamese twins. He told why the several 
projects had failed. He illustrated with a 
chart, and made himself exceedingly clear. 
Hie went into details, and his address served 
better to enlighten those who heard him on 
this important subject than a year’s read- 
ing would have done. 

Senator Morgan thin went into an ex- 
planation of why this matter had been 
acted qu secretly and when reported back 
to the senate with the recommendation 
that it pass, to show that there was no 
politics in the bill, the first report of the 
committee was signed unanimously by John 
Shermen, of Ohio: George F. Edmunds, of 
Vermont: William P. Frye, of Maine; Wil- 
liam M. Evarts. of New York; J. N. Dolph, 
of Oregon; JOhn T. Morgan, of- Alabama; 
Joseph KE. Brown, of Georgia; Henry B. 
Pavne, of Ohio, and J. B. Eustis, of Louis- 
iana, thus clear-ng it entirely of the pos- 
sible insinuation that it was a political 
measure. 

‘'Those,’”’ he said, ‘‘are not light names, 
and the men whose signatures were ap- 
pended to that report staked their reputa- 
tion not only upon the truth of the state- 
ments therein contained, but also upon the 
feasibility and advisability of regcommend- 
ing this great work, and both of the great 
political parties have since endorsed the 
measure in national conventions.’’ 

In reference to the expense of the con- 
struction of this ship transit across the 
isthmus of Darien, Senator Morgan made 
very fuil reference to and comparison with 
the Suez canal. He said that the best en- 
gineering talent in the world had made 
humerous and exhaustive surveys of thr 
lifferent routes and nad their re- 
ports on the possible cost, and after all 
these, th® first bill had been prepared lim- 
iting its cost to $100,000,000, when he did not 
thilik. it would cost over $02,000,000. Mr 
Menacal and his associates had estimated 
the canal to cost $52,067,340.55, which has 
been increased 25 per cent for extraordinary 
and inciuental expenses, making the grand 
(Otal $65,084,176. After this report had been 
made hundreds of lines had been run to 
test every possible condition that might 
arise in connection With the construction 
and this estimate was finally submitted to 
a committee of disinterested engineers, 
who raised the estimate about $25,000,00); 
but the committee finally adopted the limit 
of about $8,000,000 as the safest outside limit. 
The bill on the calendar of the senate lim- 
ited the capital = stock to $100,000, 000. 
The government of the United States would 
never, in his opinion, be called on _ td 
pay $1 of the bonds of the company on its 
endorsement. The lands granted to the

ous, and no fear need be entertained that 
the laborers would suffer the torture suffer- 
ed by those on the Panama canal, every 
fifth one of whom actually aug his own 
grave as his pick and shovel entered the 

arth. 

Then It Is Carefully Planned. 

There was no cnance in this for a repe- 
tition of a credit mobilier scheme or for 
any other rascality as was experienced by 
the French, who, in their unbounded faith 
and confidence in DeLesseps, had contribut- 
ed immense sums to the Panama scheme, 
which resulted in a great and yeneral 
financial ruin, to say. nothing e* the landing” 
in prison of some of the leaders of the so- 
cias world of Paris. The lands granted to 
the Maritime Canal Company by the Nica- 
raguan government will be worth not less 
than $10 an acre when the canal is opened. 
“Do you contemplate what that means?” 
asked Senator Morgan. Suppose it shouid 
fall into the hands of Great Britain. What 
ddi Great Britain do after DeLesseps and the 
peopie of southern Lurope and the khedive 
of Egypt completed the Suez canai? D'Is- 
raeli, the premier of the realm, purchased 
about $16,000,000 of stock of the Suez canal, 
and by that means obtained control of it for 
the British government. This stock is now 
worth on the Bourse at Paris 2,692.50 francs 
per shares, more than 400 per cent on the 
original investment, and on which there 
nas been declared annual dividends of 
about 22 per cent for the past eighteen 
years.” 

Figuring on the Profits. 

Senator Morgan here went into an elabor- 
ate list of figures, showing the tonnage 
passing through the Suez canal: when first 
cpened, and the wonderful increase in 1892, 
in both tonnage and revenues, and de- 
monstrated that the opening of tne Nica- 
ragua canal would draw a much greater 
percentage of tonnage than would g0 
through the Suez canal, and, while the 
charge is $2.10 per ton through the Suez 
canal, it could be placed at only $1 through 
the Nicaragua canal. 

Cleveland for It. 

Senator Morgan then referred to an inter- 
view of more than three hours’ duration 
with’ President Cleveland, just prior to his 
leaving Washington on last Wednesday, in 
which he said was discussed with perfect 
freedom and without any embarrassment 
whatever, every feature of this great plan. 
Towards the conclusion of the conversa- 
tion Mr. Cleveland expressed his gfatifica- 

‘that he had signed the bill during his 


im- 


mtates. 
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enter upon this great. scheme. 
auestions of the cost of the canal, the pro- 
tection of the United States, the earnings 
“nd profits that would be brought to the 
government of the Jnited States were ex- 
amined. The senator said that Mr. Cleve- 
land told him he was in favor of the canal 
and that it ought to be built, that it would 
be the crowning glory of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, but, nevertheless, the president said, 
we must be cautious about it, that he had 
examined the saferuards that had been put 
in the bill, and they seemed to him suffi- 
cient. He could not see that any loophole 
for any fraudulent action under the provis- 
ions of the bill, ag prepared, had been left. 
Senator Morgan said to the president, 
“When I go south I want to be able to 
tell my friends that you desire this canal 
built,’"’ and he remarked, “I very earnestly 
desire to see it built. I Con’t know that 
I shall have any impediment to offer it.” 

At the conclusion. of the senator’s speech, 
his position and the proposition to build the 
canal, were unanimously endorsed.

to keep the case in the federal court, and 
‘Colonel William Glenn battled bravely for 
his demurrer, but some very recent de- 
cision of the supreme court nipped in the 
bud the main specification of this paper 
causing Judge William T. Newman to sus- 
tain the original bill of indictment. 

The articles of this demurrer set forth 
three facts, to the effect that the United 
States court had no jurisdiction in such 
cases; that the first charge in the Iindict- 
ment was vague and indefinite; that it was 
not shown that the men whipped were un- 
der subpena to the federal court, and that 
the facts set forth in the bill of indictment 
aid not constitute any rights and privt- 
leges as set forth in the constitution of the 
United States. 

In support of this demurrer Colonel Glenn 
made an argument defining the rights of an 
American citizen ‘in relation to the. state 
and to the United States government. 

Judge Newman thought it was meet and 
proper for the tederal court to take charge 
of the case, and so stated. 

Then Solicitor Joe James pitched into the 
prosecution with a right zood will. A mo- 
tion came from him to try the twelve de- 
fendants in blocks of three in order to 
facilitate matters. This called for strenuous 
opposition on the part of the counsel for 
the defense and emphatic argument was 
made to show that it was not in accord- 
ance with the federal statutes to sever a 
conspiracy case. 

Judge Newman thought otherwise, how- 
ever, and the names of Newton Mcintyre, 
John Abbott and Ben Goodnight were called 
for trial.
